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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

1. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 27-29 and 57 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

Claims 27-29 are directed to "components" which are represented by software modules. 
Each claim is not directed to a process occurring as a result of executing the program, a 
machine programmed to operate in accordance with the program nor manufacture 
structurally and functionally interconnected with the program in a manner which enables 
the program to act as a computer component and realize its functionality. It's also 
clearly not directed to a composition of matter. Therefore, it's non-statutory under 35 
USC 101. 

Claim 57 is directed to a "computer-readable generated data signal transmitted via a 
transmission medium". The claim is not directed to a process comprising steps or acts, 
a machine programmed to operate on the data signal nor a manufacture structurally and 
functionally interconnected in a manner which enables the data signal to act as a 
computer component and realize its functionality. It's also clearly not directed to a 
composition of matter. Therefore, it's non-statutory under 35 USC 101 . 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 25-26 and 56-57 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. The body of the claim is indistinguishable from 
the preamble of each claim. Being that the contents of the "computer readable medium" 
and the "computer readable data generated signal" are not actually executed, it is 
indefinite how the steps are linked to the contents. 

4. A preamble is generally not accorded any patentable weight where it merely 
recites the purpose of a process or the intended use of a structure, and where the body 
of the claim does not depend on the preamble for completeness but, instead, the 
process steps or structural limitations are able to stand alone. See In re Hirao, 535 
F.2d 67, 190 USPQ 15 (CCPA 1976) and Kropa v. Robie, 187 F.2d 150, 152, 88 
USPQ 478, 481 (CCPA 1951). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 11-24, 42-55 are allowed. 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1 1-24, 42-55 are allowable over the prior art of record because the prior 
art of record fails to teach or suggest a "circular reference" as argued by Applicant on 
the last paragraph of page 12 through page 13 of December 5, 2007. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
